SAYS 1200 WILL 
LOSE JOBS IF COAL 
URDINANCE PASSES 


E. J. Wallace at Dealers’ 
Meeting Also Declares 
Poor Would Suffer From 
Sale Regulation. 


Provisions of a proposed ordi- 
nance to revise present regulation 
of coal dealers would deprive 1200 


to 1500 men of a means of liveli- 
hood and would make it almost 
impossible for the poor, who buy 
their fuel by the basket, to -eb- 
tain coal, speakers declared last 
night at a meeting of the St. Louis 
Ice and Coal Dealers’ Protective 
Association. 

The proposed ordinance was 
drafted by “a number of promi- 
nent coal men and city officials,” 
according to a letter sent to deal- 
ers by the Better Business Bu- 
reau, which is advocating its pas- 
sage. The ordinance has been in- 
troduced in the Board of Alder- 
men and is in the hands of the 
Public Safety Committee, which is 
expected to call a public hearing 
soon after the Board reconvenes, 
Sept. 26. 

E. J. Wallace, president of the E. 
J. Wallace Coal Co., a wholesale 
coal concern, who served as adviser 
to the Federal Fuel Administration 
in Missouri during the World War, 
declared the ordinace apparently 
had been drafted wy persons who 
did not have a thorough knowl- 
edge of coal distribution in St. 
Louis. 

Calls Wagon Tax “Unfair.” 

“The provision that the wagon 
dealer be taxed $300, the same 
amount as the track dealer, who 
has scales, bins and an office, is 
obviously unfair, Wallace said. 
“The wagon dealer would be taxed 
$300 if he sold coal in lots of more 
than half a ton. Not more than 
one out of 10 could stay in busi- 
ness under such an ordinance, 

“Many of these wagon dealers 
serve neighborhoods of working 
people who cannot get coal from 
larger companies because they have 
no credit rating. These neighbor- 
hood dealers, who buy coal from 
dealers who maintain lots. know 
their customers and how to col- 
lect, and serve a class of con- 
sumer that the larger company 

ot deal with. 
Also,” Wallace continued, 
“there arc from 200 to 500 coal 
peddlers who buy coal in quanti- 
ties up to two tons and sell it by 
the bushel basket. Four-fifths of 
the. Negro population and thou- 
sands of poor white people buy 
their coal by the basket. Peddlers 
are to be taxed $25 and this, to- 
gether with the $300 tax that the 
dealer they buy from pays, means 
that the poor consumer will see an 
increase in his fuel cost. 

“Some Good in Ordinance.” 

“There is some good in the or- 
dinance, which would provide 
funds for inspection, creating @ 
fuel division of the Department 
of Weights and Measures, headed 
by a chief inspector at a salary of 
$3000 a year and four assistants 
at $1800 a year. Such a distribu- 
tion of the tax is unfair, however, 
and would drive most of the 
smaller dealers out of business.” 

Other speakers attacking the 
ordinance included Helaire F. 
Chenot, an attorney and vice 
president of the S. D. Smith Coal 
Co.: Louis Schultz, vice president 
of the Protective Association, and 
Harry H. Barnes. 

More than 100 new members 
were added last night, the associa- 
tion having been formed- five 
months ago with a membership of 
85. Officers are Sidney D. Smith, 
president; Louis Schultz, vice-presi- 
dent; John Lorenz, treasurer; Fred 
Bien, secretary. Another meeting 
will be held at 8 o’clock next 
Thursday night at the same hall, 
4707 Easton avenue.

U. M. LAWSON, 
ELY & WALKER C0. 
PRESIDENT, DIES 


Succumbs Unexpectedly to 
Heart Disease in His 
Room at Hotel at 12:30 
P. M. Today. 


Charles M. Lawson, 63 years old, 
president of Ely & Walker Dry 
Goods Co., died at 12:30 p. m. to- 
day of heart disease in his room 
at the Lennox Hotel. His death 
was unexpected. 

Mr. Lawson had been connected 
with Ely & Walker 39 years and 
was head of the Missouri-Arkan- 
sas sales division before his elec- 
tion to the presidency of the com- 
pany, five and one-half years ago. 

He maintained a residence in 
Fayetteeville, Ark., staying at the 
Lennox while he was in St. Louis. 
His widow, son and daughter re- 
side in Fayetteville. 

The body was taken from the ho- 
tel to the Alexander undertaking 
parlor, 6175 Delmar boulevard, to 
remain until 9 a. m. tomorrow. It 
will be taken to Fayetteville, and 
the funeral will be held there Mon- 
day afternoon. 

Ely & Walker’s main store and 
all branch plants in and outside 
St. Louis will close Monday after- 
noon, 

Mr. Lawson reported a peculiar 
experience to the police Aug. 29. 
He said he was awakened by 
knocking on his door in his room 
at the hotel and that a young man 
told him he had a telegram, add- 
ing that it-was a “death message.”’ 
As the young man _ followed him 
into the room, Mr. Lawson pushed 
him toward the door, and _ the 
young man then struck him on the 
head with a soda bottle, inflicting 
scalp wounds. The young man then 
ran out and went down a fire es- 
cape. The telegram proved to be 
a business message, not meant for 
Mr. Lawson or his company. 

Dr. Charles H. Pope, who attend- 
ed Mr. Lawson after the incident 
in the Lennox, said today that the 
injury inflicted was of a minor 
nature, and had, in his opinion, no 
connection with his patient’s death. 
He said Mr. Lawson had been in 
failing health for a year. Mr. 
Lawson was confined to his bed 
for three months last spring. —

AS ““COTTON KING,” DIES AT 73 


Succumbs in New York; He Re- 
sented Daughter’s Marriage 
to Douglas Fairbanks.

NEWS OF CARDINAL 
GAMES BY RADIO 


Instrument Set Up in Court- 
house to Keep Members in 
Touch With Pennant Fight. 


The June grand jury, winding up 
routine cases preparatory to mak- 
ing its final report— due in time 
for members to attend the world 
series—had a portable radio in the 
jury room for today’s game of the 
St. Louis Cardinals at Philadelphia. 

Nelson R. Darragh, grand jury- 
man and president of the Voice of 
St. Louis, which controls KMOX, 
walked up the Municipal Courts 
Building steps yesterday afternoon 
lugging the portable receiver. 

The Cardinals’ final game _ at 
Brooklyn began before witnesses 
arrived, and jurymen listened to 
the report of the first few innings. 
Later, waiting for other witnesses, 
they tuned in on the last Yew in- 
nings. There was tension in that 
jury room while Brooklyn cut 
down a $-run lead, and cheering 
when the game ended at 4-3 for 
the Cardinals. 


“LEFT TURN’’ ORDINANCE 


HELD VOID BY POLICE JUDGE | 


Decides Test Case of Driver Going 
Straight Ahead Through Lane 
Marked for Turn. 

The ordinance prohibiting traf- 
fic that is going straight ahead 
from traversing a marked “left 
turn lane” was held invalid by 
Provisional Judge Stein in Police 
Court today. Recently the city 
has marked many such lanes at 
intersections where left turns are 
permitted under protection of 
automatic signals. 

Today’s case was arranged as a 
test by the Automobile Club of 
Missouri. Edward P. Duffy, an 
investigator for the club, was ar- 
rested Aug. 23 at Vandeventer 
avenue and West Pine boulevard 
for proceeding ahead in West Pine 
from a lane marked for a turn into 
Vandeventer. The arresting offi- 
cer testified that only about one- 
tenth of the volume of traffic ut 
this corner made left turns. Judge 
Stein said an ordinance, to he 
valid, must be reasonable, and 
that this one was unreasonable 
because so comparatively few 
motorists neededthe left lane. He 
suggested that the ciyt could ap- 
peal. 


WOMAN BULL FIGHTERS WIN 
CONTEST IN PORTUGUESE ARENA 


Feminine Forcados Outd@o Male 
Competitors in Completing 
the “Pega.”

ALGES, Portugal, Sept. 19.—At 
a bull fight here a group of 
woman bull fighters, for the first 
time, were pitted against a strong 
team of men “toreadors” in a test 
of pluck and skill. 

After the dartsmen had finished 
with the bull, a group of “for- 
cados’’ (pitchforkers) entered the 
arena, and while one seized bleed- 
ing bull by the horns, the others 
held it fast by sheer weight. This 
is called a ‘“‘pega” or catch. 

The secret of the “pega’’ lies in 
good team work, and the woman 
forcados so far outdid the men in 
this contest that they were award- 
ed the honors, 

Bull fights recently have  suf- 
fered an eclipse. All kinds of 
improvements and _ side shows 
failed to stimulate interest in a 
game which the majority of the 
Portuguese condemn as cruel and 
unsportsmanlike. The appearance 
of women bull fighters drew 
and have added a new 
lease on life to the national game 
of the peninsula.

INVESTIGATE ACTS

HIS LAST THOUGHT 
WAS TO SAVE PAPERS 


Balloon Handicapped by 
Ice, Afire Day Before It 
Was Forced Down — 
Leader of Expedition Was 
the Last _ to Die. 


By the Associated Press. 
STOCKHOLM, Sept. 19.—Details 


of the disaster that overtook Salo- 
mon August Andree’s pioneer Po- 
lar balloon expedition 33 years ago 
have been disclosed by examina- 
tion of the diary found on the 


dead explorer’s body in White Is- 
land by Dr. Gunnar Horn’s party. 

The balioon, it is now definitely 
established, came down on the ice 
July 14, 1897, three days after An- 
dree set out from Dane’s Island, 
Spitzbergen. 

The explorer landed on the ice 
in latitude 83 north, longitude 30 
east. The diary, however, leaves 
obscure the cause of the landing. 

The position given is almost due 
north of White Island, it is on a 
line between the islang and the 
North Pole, goal of the heroic 
pioneers of aerial polar exploration. 
It is less than half-way between 
the two points, being near the 
island, 

The distance from the Pole is 
roughly 500 miles, and from White 
Island roughly 200 miles. The ex- 
plorers, therefore, covered a 200- 
mile trek back to the camp where 
they died. 

Fire started on the balloon, the 
diary discloses, at 7 p. m., on the 
day previous (July 13). This was 
immediately extinguished. 

Apparently it caused little seri- 
ous dagame, for the last entry in 
the diary referring to the balloon’s 
voyage says “the balloon again 
rose but both valves were then 
opened in preparation for a land- 
ing.”’ ’ 

During the week following the 
descent on the ice—from July 14 
to July 21—-the explorers remained 
encamped on the ice, preparing for 
their hazardous sledge journey 
back to a hoped-for safety. 

On the afternoon of the twenty- 
second the party packed up their 
belongings and started over the ice. 
Their actual Objective, however, 
is not apparent from the diary, 
which at this point is confined to 
the recounting of minor incidents. 

Previous entries show that wet 
weather, ice and hoar frost had 
weighted down the big gas bag, 
and that the gondola had been 
dragged along the ice many times 
during the latter part of the flight 
from Spitzbergen. 

The bumping against the rough 
surface of the ice completely ex- 
hausted the explorers.

CHICAGO, Sept. 19.—The Sen- 
ate Slush Fund Committee has re- 
cessed its hearings on the Illinots

detectives and hostile newspapers. 
Any further testimony concerning 
the campaign expenditures of Mrs.

The fact 
was, he said, that the committee 
had submitted to an unparalleled 
volume of abuse and misrepresenta- 
tion in order to avoid any sugges- 
tion of unfairness. Yet, even the 
committee’s decision to adjourn, 
inspired partly by a sporting im- 
pulse to enable Mrs. McCormick to 
resume her campaign, was immedi- 
ately represented as an exhibition 
of cowardice, he declared. 

Why Charges Are Dropped. 

The committee’s refusal to in- 
quire further into charges of 
shadowing, wire-tapping and oth- 
er forms of espionage, apparently 
has been attributed generally to 
Nye. The fact is that the com- 
mittee’s decision was unanimous, 
and the chairman was the one 
member manifesting a disposition 
to pursue that phase of the in- 
quiry. 

Two reasons actuated the com- 
mittee’s decision. The first was a 
belief that it was outside the proper 
scope of the inquiry. The second 
was based on information in the 
committee’s possession indicating 
that an elaborate “frame-up” was 
ready to be staged, with the assist- 
ance of false affidavits and con- 
cocted testimony.

A majority of the committee con- 


cluded that a thorough investiga- 
tion of this alleged “‘plant” prob- 
ably would require several months.

Expert Praises Vanderbilt as 
Alert Skipper in Yacht Race 


Declares Organization on-Enterprise in Races 
With Shamrock Approached 
Perfection.

Authority. 
NEWPORT, R. I. Sept. . 19.— 
Again Harold 8S. Vanderbilt and 
his aids aboard the Enterprise gave 
an exhibition of alertness at the 


start of the fourth race yesterday. 
Employing the same tactics that 
he had used in two previous starts 
Vanderbilt ran the line on_ port 
tack between the warning and the 
preparatory signals while doing 
this he had time to notice that 
either the wind was backing slight- 
ly to the southward or else the line 
was not at right angles to the first 
leg for it was quite obvious that the 
buoy end of the line was the ad- 
vantageous end. 

So the Enterprise was jibed 
sooner than ordinarily and amid a 
chorus of advice from the “rocking 
chair fleet’’ that he would be too 
soon, Vanderbilt, knowing he was 
ight, kept right on and ran the 
line on the starboard tack. He 
approached the buoy end as the 
whistle blew and merely headed 
her up a trifle with absolute full 
headway. 

How the Boats Started. 
Meanwhile Capt. Heard, evident- 
ly figuring that he had the same 
opportunity to cut Enterprise off 
that he employed yesterday, must 
have been mystified to see the En- 
terprise heading for the line s0 
early. He figured it close, bore off 
under her stern and then came about 
close to the committee boat. When 
the whistle blew he was right near 
the “Suan B Moran’”’ close hauled 
on starboard tack but he must 
have been surprised to see that he 
was only a trifle to windward of 
the wake of Enterprise, while that 
boat, at the other end of the line, 
had a clear lead of at least 200 
yards. 

In my opinion Enterprise could 
have crossed Shamrock right then 
and there but Capt. Heard wasn't 
going to give him the opportunity 
and immediately came about on the 
port tack. Enterprise, of course, 
followed suit and was about 250 
yards to windward and slightly 
astern as they left the vicinity of 
the line. 

A Sad Spectacle. 

The 10-mile windward leg was 
one of the saddest spectacles that 
it has evet been my fortune to wit- 
ness. Enterprise headed about two 


points higher than the Shamrock 
V, and footed a little faster. As 
they neared the Narragansett shore 
on the long port tack their diverg- 
ent courses placed Enterprise ae 
most one mile dead to windward. 

When Shamrock did wear around 
to starboard tack Enterprise cov- 
ered her, though she was too far 
to windward to bother the Sham- 
rock. 

Enterprise rounded the first 
mark with almost 10 minutes lead. 
She took in her baby jib topsail 
and put on a larger jib topsail for 
the close reach to the second mark. 
Shamrock did the same and she 
gained on Enterprise in time but 
not in distance. This is possible 
because naturally a boat will sail 
a mile and a half faster while 
reaching than she can sail it close- 
hauled, 

Shamrock Spurts. 

On the broad reach to the fin- 
ish, although it is possible the En- 
terprise let up a little to be per- 
fectly safe, the Shamrock showed 
some real stuff. With a balloon 
staysail set she picked up so much 
ground that Vanderbilt § finally 
broke out his reaching ballooner to 
stave off the Shamrock’s spurt. As 
they neared the finish the wind 
backed again and the Enterprise 
put on her spinnaker for the last 
mile or so. Shamrock then broke 
out a reaching jib topsail and con- 
tinued to close up the gap. 

The writer is glad that Sham- 
rock exhibited this burst of speed 
even if it was only on reaching and 
running points off sailing because 
it may induce some American 
yachtsman to purchase her and 
give her beautiful hull a more effi- 
cient rig. With a mast as light as 
that of Enterprise and stepped a 
little further forward it would be 
a welcome addition to our present 


lively J. class. 


As for the Enterprise her skip- 
per and crew one cannot find 
words descriptive enough to ex- 
press one’s admiration. While 
Capt. Vanderbilt and his organiza- 
tion are being praised let us put 
in a word for Capt. Monsell. No 
professional could have done more 
than he did to keep his boat in 
perfect trim and his men at the 
proper pitch. The organization of 
the Enterprise should go down in 
history as the nearest approach to 
perfection ever seen on a racing 
yacht.

America’s Cup, Sir Thomas Lipton 
said: “It’s the end of the race. 
It’s the finish—yes, the finish. Il 
will not challenge again. It’s no 
use. We cannot win.” 

The American yacht Enterprise 
clinched the series yesterday by 
covering the 30-mile course in the 
fourth race in three hours, 10 min- 
utes, 13 seconds, the fastest time 
ever made in the 60 years since 
Britain first challenged for the cup. 
The Enterprise beat Sir Thomas 
Shamrock V by 5 minutes, 17 sec- 
onds, | 

Sir Thomas immediately sent a 
radio message to Vincent Astor, 
aboard the Vara, asking him to 
convey to Harold S. Vanderbilt, 
skipper of the Enterprise, and his 
crew, “congratulations on your 
well-merited victory.” 

“I want them to know right 
away that I have no hard feel- 
ings,” the 80-year-old Irish sports- 
man, explained. “Although they've 
beaten me again, I could not have 
fairer sportsmen against me.” 

After a rest of a day or two 
aboard the steam yacht Erin, Sir 
Thomas plans to spend a week in 
New York on business, then sail 
for home. 

Enterprise Skipper Pleased. 

Vanderbilt expressed himself as 
well pleased with the performance 
of his crew and boat and said he 
thought his opponents “‘the finest 
set of sportsmen” he ever raced 
against. 

Men who build boats are unani- 
mous in the contention that a 
metal boat, all other things being 
equal, is faster than a wooden 
one. The Enterprise is  bronze- 
plated; the Shamrock V mahog- 
any-planked. The Enterprise is 
equipped with a variety of me- 
chanical devices for hoisting sail 
and trimming sheets. Man pow- 
er is required to work the winches, 
but they accomplish their tasks 
much faster than the old-style 
gear of the Shamrock. 

The Shamrock’s mast is of wood, 
a ton heavier than Enterprise's 
hollow metal spar, and weight 
aloft is a most serious handicap 
to a saiNng craft. With as light 
rigging as the Enterprise is, the 
Shamrock might have given. the 
American boat very close competi- 
tion. 

Amateur vs. Professional, 

There was some discussion of 
amateur skippers as compared 
with professionals. Vanderbilt, a 
millionaire and one of the most 
capable yachtsmen in the country, 
sailed Enterprise to victory. He 
took orders from nobody. 

Ned Heard skippered the de- 
feated challenger. Heard is a pro- 
fessionel sailorman, working for 
a salary and answerable not only 
to Sir Thomas but to several ad- 
visers. Sir Thomas leaves details 
largely to others. Many would 
have liked to see Heard sail a race 
absolutely on his own. 

As to the seamanship involved in 
the series just closed it is difficult 
to make comparisons. There were 
four races and the rival skippers 
each started in the windward berth 
of two races. The Enterprise prob- 
ably was stepping along a bit fas- 
ter at most of the starts. The 
Enterprise showed an ability to sail 
closer to the wind than the Sham- 
rock, but that was not the fault 
of the crew of the Shamrock. 


British Press Praises Lipton, but 
Says Shamrock alas Outclassed.

tending sympathy to Sir Thomas 
Lipton and acclaiming him a “king 
of good losers,” the papers here 
recognized that Shamrock V was 
outclased by a better boat.

Four Persons Charge Voliva Ha&s 
Put Parks and Other Land to 
His Own Use.

The amount of 
the litigation is estimated at $10,- 
000,000 and Voliva’s prospective 
profit at $2,000,000. 

The suit was filed in behalf of 
John S. Appenzeller of Michigan, 
Helen Rowena Ness of Wisconsin, 
Louis B. Albach of Kansas and 
Frances Margaret MclIlhany of 
Texas. 

The four complainants acquired 
their property in Zion City from 
Dowie after seeing plans and maps 
showing parks, streets and alleys. 
They charge that in 1910 the 
“theocratic” party came into pow- 
er and Voliva proclaimed the parks 
his personal property. One of 
these, it is charged, has been sub- 
divided into lots, a large number 
of which has been sold.

Six weeks later Santrary Officer 
John O. Fishwick and two nurses 
from the Health Department called 
at the Schneider home, were ad- 
mitted under protest, and, after an 
inspection, filed a charge of oper- 
ating a boarding house without a 
license. 

Accompanied by a half dozen 
mothers and followed by 10 of the 
freshly washed and cleanly dressed 
children she is caring for, Mrs. 
Schneider walked nervously into 
Provisional Judge Stein’s court to- 
day to answer the charge. 

In response to questions by Sig- 
mund Bass, Special Prosecutor for 
the city, Sanitary Officer Fishwick 
told of his visit to the six-room 
bungalow where he found four bed- 
rooms downstairs and four double 
beds and six single beds in the 
attic, together with a basement 
dining room. 

Fishwick said Mrs. Schneider 
was receiving from $10 to $20 a 
month from some mothers of chil- 
Gren she was caring for. The 
older children were paying some- 
thing for their board. Under the 
regulations of the Health Depart- 
ment, a copy of which Mrs.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—Inac- 
tive business conditions are de- 
scribed by the Federal Reserve 
Board as “more pronounced in 
July, the latest month for which 
comprehensive data are available.” 

The regular monthly bulletin is- 
sued by the board estimated that 
the mumber of workers employed 
in factories and mines and on the 
railroads decreased by 1,500,000 
during the year ending July 30, or 
about 14 per cent. 

As for August, the Reserve Board 
reported an increase in the volume 
of reserve bank credit and a growth 
in the demand for currency 
amounting to $52,000,000. Despite 
the increase in circulation of 
money last month it was stated 
there was $300,000,000 less money 
in circulation than the August 
average of the preceding seven 
years.

Says There Must Be Co-operation 
of Enforcement Agencies to Pre- 
serve Local Self-Government.

PASADENA, Cal., 
Roscoe Pound, member of Presi- 
dent Hoover's Law Enforcement 
Commission and dean of the Har- 
vard Law School, told the State 
Lar Association convention last 
night that Federal enforcement of 
the prohibition laws and _ the 
stamping out of organized crime 
would convert the Government of 
the United States into a Federal 
bureaucracy unless there were in- 
creased co-operation between all 
law-enforcement agencies.

SAYS RECENT RAINS MAY 
SAVE LATE CORN CROP 


Assistant Secretary of Agriculture 
Dunlap Calls on St. Louis 
Representatives. 

An estimate of a 2,000,000,000 
bushel corn crop, the lowest in 29 
years, was given by R. W. Dunlap, 
Assistant Secretary of Agriculture, 
who was in St. Louis yesterday con- 
ferring with heads of the depart- 
ment’s offices here. This yield, 
while higher than predicted during 
the last stages of the drouth, is 
about A billion bushels below the 
normal national corn crop, he said. 

Dunlap said recent general rains 
may save the late corn crop pro- 
vided no early frost occurs. Middle 
West farmers, he added, are affect- 
ed particularly by the drouth since 
it has caused losses coming after 
the failure of certain crops in 1929 
and 1928, making the cumulative 
losses almost ruinous in many in- 
stances. His own farm in Southern 
Ohio, which he plans to visit today, 
has suffered severely.

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He Was First Democrat to Be 
Elected Governor of

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 19. 
—John Lind, 76 years old, per- 
sonal diplomatic representative of 
President Woodrow Wilson to 
Mexico in 1913, and former Gov- 
ernor and C from 
Minnesota, died at his home here 
last night after a long illness. 
Prominent in affairs of the 
Democratic party in Minnesota, 
Mr. Lind was selected by Presi- 
dent Wilson to make an investiga- 
tion of conditions in Mexico. He 
later declined to discuss his mis-

He was the first Democrat to 
be elected Govertfor pf Minnesota, 
serving from 1899 to 1901.

He 
was nominated and elected to Con- 
gress on the Republican ticket, 
but the free silver movement ap- 
pealed strongly to him and he 
joined the Democrats in 1896, and 
in 1902 was elected from the Fifth 
District as a Democrat.

two phials, the larger, shaped like 
a flagon, 4 inches high and about 
21%, in diameter, supposed to con- 
tain the blood of S8t. Januarius, 
Bishop of Benevento, who suffered 
martyrdom in the year 305. 

The dark, solid mass in the 
flask rests within a second or in- 
ner phial and presumably is but 
little affected by outside tempera- 
tures. The bottle is firmly sealed, 
For more than 400 years liquefac- 
tion of this substance has taken 
place. The supposed miracle is 
exhibited twice a year, in May and 
September. 

The relic is so closely guarded 
that to expose it to view, as was 
fone July 25 of this year at the 
rublic funeral of earthquake vic- 
tims in Naples, requires the per- 
mission of both civil and ecclesi- 
astical authorities. 

Eighteen times in each. year a 
silver bust believed to contain the 
head of St. Januarius is exposed 
upon the cathedral altar. This was 
done today as a part of the cere- 
mony. At the same time the phial 
was carried out and held by the 
officiating clergyman in view of 
the assembly. In the congregation 
usually is a group of poor women 
characterized as the “‘Zie di San 
Gennaro” (aunts of St. Januarius). 
They pray more loudly than all 
the rest. 

The custom requires the officiat- 
ing priest to hold the reliquary by 
its extremities without touching 
the glass and from time to. time 
turn it upside down to note wheth- 
er any movement is perceptible in 
the enclosed substance, After an 
interval, sometimes but two min- 
utes, at other times moré than an 
hour, the mass is seen to detach 
itself gradually from the glass, to 
become liquid and of a more or 
less ruby tint and, in some in- 
stances, to froth and bubble up, in- 
creasing in volume. 

The officiant then announces. 
“The miracle has taken place.” 
There is singing of a te deum and 
the reliquary, with the contents in 
its liquified state, is taken to the 
altar rail so that all may advance 
and kiss the vessel.

PARTNER IN FACE 


John W. Bongard, Convict- 
ed Slayer-in Another 
Case, Found Guilty of As- 
sault to Kill James Squires

John W. Bongard, former pro- 
prietor of two notorious county 
roadhouses and a convicted slayer, 
was found guilty last night in Cir- 
cuit Judge Rutledge’s court of as- 


‘sault to kill, His sentence was fixed 


by the jury at 26 years in the peni- 
tentiary. 

James Squires, complaining wit- 
ness, testified Bongard shot him in 
the face with an automatic pistol 
after he had forced Squires to sign 
a bill of sale giving Bongard own- 
ership of trucks and tools used in 
their partnership as plastering con- 


tractors. 

Bongard is already held under 
bond pending a Supreme Court de- 
cision on his appeal from conviction 
on & manslaughter charge for 
which he was sentenced to two 
years in the penitentiary. He killed 
Crato Gentry, a former convict, in 
a brawl. 

Testifies as to $800 Debt. 

The shooting of Squires occurred 
Feb. 27 at 4361 Loughborough 
avenue, where both men resided. 
Squires testified that at the time 
he owed $800 to Bongard for 
money advanced to him on loans. 

Squires testified he was called 
from his bed by Bongard, who 
said two men wanted to see him 
at the front door. Instead Bon- 
gard met him, he said, and at the 
point of a .45 caliber automatic 
marched him to the basement and 
forced him to sign over the trucks 
and tools. 

Squires said Bongard then be- 
gan cursing and reviling him and 
finally fired a shot into his face. 
The bullet emerged from the back 
of Squires’ neck but touched no 
vital part. 

Bongard testified In his own de- 
fense that Squires chased him to 
the basement with a butcher knife 
and that he fired fn self defense. 

Pleaded Self-Defense in Killing. 

At the time Gentry was killed 
by Bongard, William Hennessy 
was wounded. He did not prose- 
cute Bongard although the latter 
admitted shooting both men and 
pleaded self defense. 

In 1925 Bongard’s wife suffered 
amputation of the left leg as a re- 
sult of a wound from a bullet fired 
from his pistol which he said was 
accidentally discharged. 

Bongard was proprietor of the 
Broadway Inn at 9201 South 
Broadway when Probationary Pa- 
trolman Rudolph Hartung was 
killed there in 1925. He also was 
formerly proprietor of Sharpshoot- 
ers’ Park, a notorious Lemay Fer- 
ry road resort.

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CHARLESTON, Mo., Sept. 19.-— 
About 800 men and $1,225,000 
worth of levee-bullding machinery 
are setting new records in construc- 
tion for the 131,000-acre Southeast 
Missouri floodway, considered one 
of the two most urgent phases of 
the $325,000,000 flood control 
project. 

Other phases, except for raising 
and strengthening of the main 


floodway 

reached the point where any land- 
owner has seen the actual cash to 
compensate him for land taken. 
nor are they expected soon to reach 
that point. 

Meantime, men and machines 
which started actual construction 
six months late, have made such 
headway that now they are, in some 
cases, eight-months ahead of sched- 
ule. An all-time record for Missis- 
sippi levee building, the moving of 
190,000 cubic yards of dirt by one 
machine in one month, was broken 
twice in flood control work last 
month. 

220,000 Yards in a Month. 

A Government machine strength- 
ening riverside levees in Missouri 
south of the floodway last month 
moved slightly more than 200,000 
cubic yards. A contractor’s ma- 
chine, of a design which engineers 
from China, Japan, Western Eu- 
rope and other parts of the world 
have traveled thousands of miles 
to study, heaped 220,000 cubic 
yards in the setback levee which is 
to limit the floodway. 

That is thought to be a record 
for levee building anywhere. In 
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machine built ag much as 400 lin- 
ear feet of levee a day. 
All together nine large contracts 
are under way for floodway con- 
totaling $4,000,000. Six 
of them are setback levee contracts, 
averaging 2,000,000 cubic yards 
each at 15% cents to 35 cents a 
yard. 
The smooth and solid line of new 
levee, 10 to 21 feet high and 160 


to more than 200 feet wide at the- 


base, stretches rapidly across be- 
draggied corn and cotton fields 
and through the tangled woods of 
swamp land. The giant machines 
are piling it up and smoothing it 
down at the rate of 900,000 cubic 
yards a month. Much iess than 
that rate would insure completion 
of the 35-mile levee from Bird's 
Point to New Madrid, comprising a 
total of 12,000,000 cubic yards, 
within the contract limit, the fall 
of 1931. k 
Three More Contracts. 

For another light on the speed 
and magnitude of the task, it 
moved ahead last month at the rate 
of more than $6000 a day. Three 
other contracts just getting under 
way will raise that figure to $8000 
a day. They cover a $400,000 
drainage ditch, culverts and other 
drainage works, roads and bridges. 

The floodway, as konwn, is to 
be used only when the _ river 
reaches the danger stage of 55 
fet at Cairo. That will be acco.n- 


plished, after compensation has 
'been paid to all landowners af- 
fected, by iowering the present 
levee dn the Missouri side by three 
feet for 11 miles below Bird's 
Point, to correspond with a 565- 
foot river stage at eu ogee 
toppi this “fuse pl ex- 
ane wnat are to be kept off 
lands outside the floodway by the 
sctback levee. : 

Ditches which drained the low- 
lands were blocked by the leve. 

The Government was free to 
choose between building a ditch 
to car for this drainage, or to pay 
cash compensation for drainage 
blocking. It chose to build the 
ditch, which starts near Bird's 
Point, follows existing channels for 
several miles and follows the bor- 
row-pit along the levee for 16 
miles above New Madrid. 

“Rig Pete” a Mere Infant. 

Approximately* 15 miles of the 
$5-mile levee is complete. Three 
of the machines working 20 to 24 
hours a day on the job are as large 
as “Big Pete,” the giant Diesel ex- 
cavator that became a symbol of 
size and power to St. Louisans in 
the River des Peres job in Forest 
Park. One is much larger, and a 
sixth—the electric machine which 
set a record last month—handles 
more than twice as much as “Big 
Pete” in a scoopful.

third uses it to build the levee. 

The method used on the lowest 
section is perhaps strangest to lay- 
men away from the river, though 
not to levee engineers. This is a 
hydraulic job. The hydraulic levee 
machine is simply a dredge, such 
as the sand pumps often seen 
working on the river at St. Louis. 
Its chief difference from most such 
dredges is a cutting edge on the 
intake, to help out the pump. 

About a half-mile of levee has 
been built with the dredge, which 
entered the drainage ditch at the 
Mississippi and has had to pump in 
water to keep floating as it digs 
its channel away from the river. 
For the levee, two smal! retaining 
levees are built with drag-line ma- 
chines. The dredge pumps them 
full and then the draglines shape 
the resulting heap into a finished 
levee.

GENEVA, Sept. 19,—Prof. Noel 
Baker, British spokesman, in a 
speech told the League of Nations 
Assembly Committee today that ef- 
forts of the Hoover administration 
to bring the Unitéd States into the 
World Court might be embar- 
rassed seriously by Cuba’s opposi- 
tion to the protocol fo ra revision 
of the court statute affecting the 
ter mof court sessions. 

Baker called attention te a let- 
ter of Secretary of State Stimson 
to President Hoover which aasert- 
ed that American interests before 
the World Court as regards advis- 
ory opinions would be safeguarded 
by a special provision in the re- 
vised statute as well as by the Root 
formula which is embodied jin the 
protocol. 

Under pressure of Prof. Bayer’s 
declaration and further insistance 
by the French and Belgian delega- 
tions it was understood today that 
the Cuban delegation would collab- 
orate in bringing the protocol im. 
mediately into effect. But it was 
by no means certain that the 
Cuban Government would be will- 
ing to abandon its opposition. 

France Suggests Compromise. 

The question of what to do in 
the situation created by Cuba’s op- 
position was not cleared. Cuba 
maintained that entering into ef- 
fect of the protocol affecting the 
humber and status of judges was 
against her interests. 

Senor Ferrara, member of the 
Cuban delegation, said that 22 or 
23 states had not ratified the pro- 
tocol. He said Cuba might ratify 
after other states had.

DRY LEADER IN-VIRGINIA 
HELD FOR $37,000 THEFT 


Member of Legislature 
With Larceny of Orphans’ 
Home Funds. 


By the Associated Press. 
RICHMOND, Va., Sept. 19.— 


James FP. Jones, recognized moral 
leader in the State Legislature, 
former treasurer of the Virginia 
Anti-Saloon League and prominent 
church worker, is under arrest on 
charges of the larceny of $37,- 
976.40 from an orphans’ home. He 
was released on $15,000 bond. 

The arrest followed upon dis- 
closing, the Commonwealth Attor- 
ney said, of additional evidence in 
an investigation which has been 
under way since a discrepancy 
was discovered in Jones’ accounts 
as treasurer of the Virginia Meth- 
odist Orphanage last May and 
Jones resigned. 

The prosecutor said it had been. 
discovered Jones had deposited 
$2,635.77 in the last six months to 
the credit of James P. Jones, 
treasurer of the building fund of 
the Decatur Street Methodist Fund 
and this money was taken from 
funds of the orphanage, The Rev. 
Otis L. Gillan, pastor of the 
church, said he had no knowledge 
of a building fund. 

The first discrepancy in Jones’ 
books as orphanage treasurer was 
disclosed in an audit in May. Jones 
turned over his books to the trus- 
tees in July with approximately 
$14,000 cash, but the audit showed 
an additional shortage in excess of 
$23,000. 

Jones offered a settlement and 
it was accepted and put in legal 


form in August.

Cc GO, Sept. 19.—Seventeen 
farm belt banks have been looted 
since Sept. 3, more than $132,000 
being taken. There were five hold- 
ups yesterday alone. The robber 
bands have moved by automobile 
and even airplane. 

Yesterday's bank robberies were 
at Wesley and Hardy, Ia.; Fairport 
and Gifford, Mo., and Hay Springs, 
Neb. 

The Hay Springs robbery gave 
authorities their first intimation 
that bank robbers may have re- 
sorted to airplanes. A plane land- 
e@ in a field near that Northwest- 
ern Nebraska Village in the morn- 
ing. Shortly after noon it had dis- 
appeared. Meantime the First Na- 
tional Bank had been robbed by 
five men of $14,000 in cash and 
securities.

Fatm Board Urged to Give Its 
“Sympathetic and 
Moral Support.” 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—The 


“sympathetic and moral support” 
of the Federal Farm Board in ef- 


forts toward securing a higher 
tariff on sugar or abolition of the 
prese::: Cuban preferential was re- 
quested by the Sugar Beet and 
Sugar Cane Advisory Committee 
yesterday. 

The committee recommended 
that the board give immediate con- 
sideration to the problem of 


financing the 1931 crop, “to the 


the earliest >racticable date;” and 
to authorize a centralized market- 


In all history, the report set 
forth, “there never has been so 
serious a uepression in sugar 
prices.” 

Big Overproduction. 

“This is not the fault of the do- 
oe producers,” it continued, 
“but rather is due to the tremen- 
‘aeian overproduction in other coun- 
tries, especially Cuba. Prices have 
been beaten down to such a level 
that enormous losses have been 
sustained by nearly every sugar 
company in the United States.” 

The present tariff act admits 
Cuban raw sugar at 2 cents a 
pound and other raw sugar at 2% 
cents. 

Regarding competition of duty- 
free Philippine sugar, the commit- 
tee said, “in just what form aid 
from the Federal Farm Board in 
solution of this problem could be 
rendered, we are unable to state at 
the present time.” 

“However,” the report added, 
“we are confident that you are 
fully coghizance of the ever-in- 
creasing menace from this source, 
not only to the domestic sugar in- 
dustry, but to other American 
crops which are compelled to com- 
pete with the products of these far 
away islands which are not, and 
never will be, an integral part of 
the United States.” 

Waste in Industry. 

The committee also pointed to 
“wasteful practices existing in the 
domestic industry itself in the 
distribution and marketing, not 
alone of sugar produced in the 
continental United States and its 
insular possessions, but also that 
sugar which is refined tn the sea- 
board refiners” as one of its out- 
standing problems. 

Another problem arose, the com- 
mittee said, from “the use of Gov- 
ernment-owned and subsidized 
barge lines in shipping foreign su- 
gar to interior points at much 
lower freight rates than are avail- 
able to domestic beet and those 
cane producers who are compelied 
to ship by rail.” 

The committee referred to ship- 
ments from Cuba to New Or- 
leans, where it is refined, thence 
transported by barge to Missis- 
sippi River points, 

More than two-thirds of the na- 
tion’s supply of sugar, the com- 
mittee reported, is supplied by 
foreign countries, with Cuba fur- 
nishing more than 50 per cent.

FIRE PREVENTION WEEK 
DESIGNATED- BY PRESIDENT 


Eoover Calis . Attention to Annual 
Loss of $470,000,000 With 
Total Growing. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—Call- 
ing attention to a national fire loss 
in 1929 of $470,000,000, President 
Hoover today signed a prociama- 
tion designating the week of Oct. 
5 as National Fire. Prevention 
Week. 

The President asked the country 
to co-operate actively in the pre- 
vention of fires, asserting that the 
North American continent leatis 
the world in the amount of its 
annual fire waste, with the total 
growing steadily. His proclama- 
tion follows: 

“Whereas the North American 
continent leads the world in the 
amount of its annual fire waste, 
one year of devastating losses fol- 
lowing another, each, with but 
few exceptions, establishing a new 
high mark in the amount of valu- 
able property burned in the mag- 
nitude of economic losses, proper- 
ty losses alone in 1929 exceeding 
$470,000,000; 

“Whereas. thousands of persons 
annually die as a result of burns 
and many additional thousands are 
injured, 66 per cent of all fatali-

If ho 
chances to be successful he has 
probably shortened hia expectation 
of life and surely has done so if his 
ventures have ended disastrously.” 
Prof. Reisman said that high 
blood pressure should not give 
cause for worry if the individual's 
family has a record of marked lon. 
gevity. Many so afflicted, he said, 
may live longer than persons with 
low blood pressure.

HE writer recently was 
wked: “What is meant by 
‘pulling a Merkle.’’’ That expres- 
sion, of course, was an outgrowth 
of the famous play that forced 
the Giants into a play-off in 
1908, a mistake which cost them 
the world’s series melon. This 
play echoed round the world, 
causing almost endless debate 
and great bitterness among the 
New York players and fans. 
These contended that Merkle had 
done only what had been cus- 
tomary, and had merely omitted 
a perfunctory detail in complet- 
ing his play. Players had done 
the same thing before, without 
having been held accountable. 
The incident aroused so much 
comment that Johnny Evers 
sponsored a book on baseball 
which was entitled “Touching 
Second.” 
The fault on Merkle’s part was 
that he did NOT touch second.

Merkle’s Famous “‘Boner.” 


ERE’S the story as reprinted 
in part from the baseball 
guide of 1909: 

“On the afternoon of Sept. 23 
occurred an incident without a 
precedent on the diamond. In 
the last inning of the game, 
with the Giants at bat, McCor- 
mick was on third base and 
Merkle on first and. two out. 
Bridwell, the New York short- 
stop, »atted a clean single over 
second base.

Whenever the pitcher sneaked over 
a strike, I would invariably pro- 
test to the angry hitter. 

“That fellow,” I would say, “has 
to stop that stuff or somebody is 
going to get hurt. I wasn’t set for 
p»that pitch myself" 

The hitter at the time might 
have been in the notion of throw- 
ing his bat at the pitcher but my 
remarks would always mollify him. 
I have also been accused of tip- 
ping bats. Well, I won’t go into 
that. Catching was different in 
those days. 


Season Proves Failure. 
Aicar finishing second in the 


catcher. One naturally hesitates. 
I trust 1 will not be thought -im- 
modest therefore if I say that the 
newspapers gave me a high rating. 
I had now been catching since 
1886, and no club ever wanted me 
to go and in Washington, Buffalo 
and Pittsburg I always caught the 
majority of games. At the end of 
the season of 1893, Manager Buck- 
enberger had been good enough to 
say that the Pirates and not Bos- 
ton, would have won the cham- 
pionship had I not broken my leg. 

In my Washington and Pittsburg 
days, a high premium was placed 
on base running and base stealing. 
The base stealing device was al- 
ways spectacular and pleased the 
fans. Nearly every player of any 
speed, always tried to build a repu- 
tation by stealing bases in whole- 
sale fashion. 

Therefore a catcher to last, had 
to be alert and have a throwing 
arm like a rifle. 

It had always been my policy to 
study batsmen and work in close 
harmony with the pitcher. Op- 
ponents would run wild on any 
catcher who helf aloof from his 
pitcher and was not always keyed 
up and the game was sure to be 
lost. 

Therefore a catcher could not 
relax a split second and he had to 
resort to many subterfuges to help 
his game along. I wgs known 2s 
a “talking catcher’ because I ai- 
ways had something to say to the 
batsman at the plate. 


Never ‘“‘Rode”’ a Player. 


NEVER “rode” a player in my 
life. Up in East Brookfield, they 
liked the homely saying that 
you could always catch more flies 
with molasses than vinegar. I be- 
lieved in that axiom. 

Therefore I always tried to dis- 
tract the attention of the hitter by 
praising him. “That was a beaut 
you hit the last time,” or “if you 
have any weakness I don’t know 
it’ and similar side remarks. 

The reason for this is that I al- 
ways worked the quick delivery 
with the pitcher. I wanted the 
batsman to be half turned, reply-

I was still young, not yet 32, 
and had been in the majors since 
the last part of 1886, Had it not 
been for that broken leg I believe 
I could have had a playing career 
lasting at least 12 years because 
I always kept myself in good con- 
dition summer and winter. 


Herman Long’s spikes, accident- 
ally, of course, changed all that. 
It hurt me to crouch and move 
around and I knew that I could 
never do the things I had done 
previously. 


I was still able to play at inter- 
vals but the days of my going in 
and taking the catching burden by 
participating in 100 games or more 
a@ season were gone. Nobody knew 
that better than myself. 


Therefore good fortune had suc- 
ceeded ill luck. My playing days 
were virtually ended, but I had an 
opportunity to stay in baseball 
perched higher .and drawing big- 
ger money than ever before in my 
career. 

My appointment as manager of 
the Pittsburg club changed my 
whole viewpoint in the game. I 
now resolved to succeed as a leader 
and devote all my brains to the 
tactical side. My experience asa 
catcher stood me in good stead. 

The game of baseball revolves 
around the battery and I felt that 
I was equipped to give the job a 
battle. The season had only a 
short time to run. We finished 
seventh. Nothing that season was 
charged to me on that account.

|to me for three hours, during most 
of which time I just listened. 

Both Lowman and Doran had 
promised him the job, he said, and 
Lowman had shaken hands on it. 
I told Canfield I did not want him 
in my office and if they had prom- 
ised him the job to go back to 
Washington and tell them to give 
it to him. I wrote to Doran that 
I didn’t want Canfield in my of- 
fice in any capacity. 

And that, strangely enough, was 
the last I heard of the matter. 

Alleges Ouster Plot, 

It had been plain enough to me 
that an effort was being made to 
put Canfield m as administrator, 
but that for some reason it had not 
seemed advisable to put him in aft- 
er Maj. Mills. I knew that he was 
slated to succeed me and that if he 
came into my office I would be 
eased out in a month or so. If they 
wanted to replace me they might 
do so; but they would have to be 
open and above board about it. 

At any rate, reports constantly 
were coming in, disrupting the dis- 
cipline of my staff, that I was soon 
to go; and that Canfield would be 
the next. New York politicians 
wanted him. And Dr. Doran told 
me that Senator Curtis was behind 
him. Curtis’ interest in a New York 
appointment may seem far-fetched; 
but this was in May, 1928, when I 
was battling Curtis’ campaign man- 
agers on permit matters in New 
York. 

On Dec. 10, 1928, I was thunder- 
Struck to read in the daily papers 
that a new administrative district, 
No. 26, had been established with 
headquarters at Albany, taxing in 
the counties north of Wes*chester 
and some of the western countics, 
with Palmer Canfield as adminis- 
trator. 
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Talks With Hilles. 

I talked to Mr. Hilles and he 
told me he had heard a new dis- 
trict was being contemplated and 
that the only excuse he could find 
for it was to make a place for Can- 
field. Hilles said he could Ao 
nothing with Lowman. and Under 
Secretary Ogden Mil!s 

Just recently, said Hilles, he had 
had an argument with Mills‘ be- 
cause the under secretary insisted 
on consolidating two revenue dis- 
tricts in New York on the plea of 
economy and efficiency. 

It seemed strange to Hilles, in 
view of Mills’ position with regard 
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to revenue districts, that he would 
consent to the making of a new 
prohibition district, an exactly con- 
trary policy. 

And Doran had often told me 
that he would never sign anfield's 
application as administrator. Aft- 
erward he told me he had done it 
to get Canfield out of his office und 
to please Senators Dale and Curtis. 

The regime of Canfield is partly 
a matter of newspaper’ record. 
Within six months special investi- 
gators had been sent into his dis- 
trict to look into matters and close 
up breweries, and on June 26, 
1929, Doran announced Canfield’s 
transfer to the post of legal field 
supervisor of the Northeastern 
states. 

Among Canfield’s acts was to is- 
sue a permit to a brewery in Hud- 
son, N. Y., which I several times 
had refused to issue before that 
territory was given to Canfield. It 
was closed up later. 

And coming down to a somewhat 
typical example of the way poli- 
tics works in the lower ranks, 
there is the case of James Bruno, 
who is one of Representative La 
Guardia’s lieutenants, a prime ex- 
ample of that militant wet’s vig- 
orous efforts to help enforce the 
Volstead act. 

Bruno's photograph graces 4& 
page of @ 311-page program which 
was got out on the occasion of an 
entertainment given by La Guar- 
dia’s own Eighteenth Assembly 
District Republican Club at the 
Palm Garden on Feb. 24, 1927. The 
entire book consists of space sold 
to various individuals. 

The advertisers included a large 
number of night clubs, speakeasies, 
and restaurants I have raided from 
time to time, known violators of 
the prohibition law. 

Dry Agent on List. 

In the files seized at Luigi's res- 
taurant at 134 West Houston street 
on June 28, 1928 (Luigi was one 
of the advertisers), Mr. Bruno ap- 
peared on one of the cards, rated 
as an internal revenue agent with 
his address given at his Republican 
club, and the notation. “Personal 
Friend of Mr. Luigi.” 

In justice to Bruno it must be 
said that other agents and ex- 
agents were in this file with the 
same rating. There also were the 
names of some 800 police officers 
which I turned over to Comm 
sioner Whalen. 

Bruno's rating on the civil serv-

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the lowest that has come to my at- 
tention. 

Then there is the matter of his 
efficiency. In the early days of 
my administration in order to 
check the efficiency of my agents 
and to eliminate “‘shake-downs” as 
much as possible I inaugurated a 
system®whereby agents were per- 
mitted to work on nothing but writ- 
ten assignments. If an agent was 
found anywhere but where he was 
supposed to be he was in trouble. 
If an agent discovered another vio- 
lation while on duty he had to tele- 
phone the office and be assigned 
to it before proceeding. 

Under this system I checked 
Bruno's record from Feb. 1, 1927, 
to Feb. 15, 1930, and found that 
out of 348 complaints assigned he 
had made only 27 cases with 33 ar- 
rests. A 75 per cent average would 
have been about right. 


Bruno Gets Consid¢ration. 

All in all, it did not seem that 
Bruno was a particularly efficient 
means of working out a noble ex- 
periment. As a World War vet- 
eran, however, he was retained 
in the service and allowed to take 
a second examination. 
Early this year I received in- 
structions from Washington to 
terminate the services of all vet- 
erans who had not passed the sec- 
ond examination. Bruno was 
among this number. 
But under date of Jan. 12, 1930, 
Commissioner Doran wrote me 
from Washington that Representa- 
tive La Guardia wanted Bruno to 
have an executive job in my organ- 
ization. 

Big Drive for Bruno. 

“Apparently Congressman La 
Guardia wants Bruno made a sec- 
tion chief,” said the commissioner. 
Thus began the big drive to save 
Bruno. 

Under date of Feb. 26, 1930, 

Representative La Guardia wrote 
me as follows: 
“T desire to ascertain for my 
official use the record of James 
Bruno, an.agent assigned to your 
office. I want to know particular- 
ly whether his services have been 
satisfactory; if he is a good agent 
and if his continuance in the serv- 
ice, based on his record, is desir- 
able.” 

Of courseI surmised that any 
favorable reply would be filed with 
the Civil Service Commission in an 
effort to have Bruno placed on the 
eligible list. You might think that 
a grade of 37.36 would make this 
out of the question. But you may 
also take it that La Guardia 
knows his Washington. 

I replied on March 6 that I had 
already recommended that no ef- 
fort be made to retain Bruno. The 
following Saturday, Koenig came 
in to see me and seemed very 
much disturbed because of my let- 
ter to La Guardia. He said Ia 
Guardia wanted Bruno retained 
and had intended to use a letter of 
recommendation from me to see if 
he (La Guardia) could not per-' 
suade the Civil Service Commission 
Bruno a passing grade. 
Koenig tried very hard to get me 
to change my decision, but I re- 
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fused. 
The following Monday Bruno 


came to see me and when I refused 
to change my mind, he quietly 
placed his badge and credentials 
on my desk. I had seen many men 
do this before. It is almost a cus- 
tomary bluff with those who con- 
sider their political backing all- 
powerful. 

I told Bruno the proper thing 
was for him to resign. He refused 
to do it, as is also customary. 

So I reported this to Doran with 
the recommendation that Bruno 
be dropped from the rolls. 

Koenig came in to see me March 
22, said Bruno had been too hasty 
and was sorry. He again tried to 
get me to give the recommendation 
asked for, since Bruno was a very 
necessary man to La Guardia in 
his district. I told him it would be 
a good thing for prohibition if La 
Guardia were defeated., Koenig 
finally got me to agree to meet 
him in Washington on my next 
visit there. 

So we met.in the commissioner’s 
office on April 3 and Koenig told 
Doran and me that Bruno was at 
that moment before the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission trying to be certi- 
fied. Koenig finally got us to say 
we would give Bruno considera- 
tion if he were passed by the com- 
mission. That meant nothing as 
we promised no appointment, but 
it seemed to satisfy Koenig. 

Ducked La Guardia. 

La Guardia was announced at 
the commissioner’s office while 1 
was there that afternoon and I 
ducked out another door. I didn’t 
want to see him. I have never 
met La Guardia. , 

I announced my resignation on 
June 27. On Monday, June 30, 
my last day in office, Koenig called 
me on the telephone, talked very 
cordially, wanted to know if I 
would not reinstate Bruno. He 
pleaded very hard, but I refused. 

Koenig asked me to see Bruno. 
I did and told him I could do 
nothing for him. 

Koenig called me again for a 
report on this interview and asked 
me if I had received a telegram 
from Washington about Bruno. I 
said I had not. 

“Well, you will get a telegram,” 
said Koenig. 

However, no telegram came and 
I retired from office without hav- 
ing to take any further action.

ON MERGER PLAN 


Board of Estimate Expects 
to Issue Pronouncement 
After Fourth Meeting of 
Series Tuesday. 


EXPERT LOOKING | 
INTO LEGAL PHASES 


Mayor Thinks Consolida- 
tion Would Not Greatly 
Benefit St. Louis—Nolte 
Against Permissive Clause 


The Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment will hold a fourth 
meeting next Tuesday, of a serits 
to determine the official attituic 
of the city government toward the 
proposed consolidation of St. Louis 
and St. Louis County as Greater 
St. Louis. After that it expects to 
issue a pronouncement of its 
views. 

There has been no definite in- 
dication as to whether the board 
is likely to approve or oppose the 
plan or assume a non-committai 
attitude. While Mayor Miller and 
Comptroller Nolte, two of the 
board’s three members, are known 
to have raised some questions con- 
consolidation, they 
have co-operated in the study of 
the metropolitan situation and 
many city officials have taken a 
helpful and friendly attitude, par- 
ticipating actively in ihe move- 
ment. President Neun of the 
Board of Aldermen is the third 
member of the Board of Estimate. 

If the consolidation should be 
carried out, St. Louis would re- 
main as an independent city but 
would turn some of its general 
community powers over to the 
Greater St. Louis government, 
which would cover the whole area. 
Municipal taxes would be reduced 
but a ‘metropolitan tax would be 
levied, and it has been predicted 
that the gross tax rate in the city 
might be increased a maximum of 
five cents on the $100 assessed 
valuation on the basis of present 
governmental services. 

To Vote on Enabling Act. 

Arguments of proponents have 
been that the city would gain 
much advantage from the merger 
through the co-ordination of 
nealth, highway, sanitary, recréa- 
tion and other vital activities that 
are common to the whole com- 
munity without regard to the 
boundary line and which present 
constantly growing problems un- 
der the existing distinct govern- 
ments. 

The voters of Missouri will act 
in the November election.on an 
enabling constitutional amendment 
and, if this is adopted, the spon- 
sors of the movement will submit 
to separate elections in city and 
county early next year a metro- 
'politan charter under the plan 
made public some time ago. 

The Board of Estimate held its 
fir:t meeting on the subject about 
a week ago, with City Counselor 
Muench, who has been active in 
the merger movement, and Charles; 
J. Dolan, the city’s special tax at- 
torney. Last Tuesday it met Prof. 
Thomas H. Reed, the municipal ex- 
pert who directed drafting of the 
plan. Yesterday it conferred with 
Reed, Muench and Carter W. At- 
kins, director of the Bureau of 
Municipal Research, who has 
studied the public finance ques- 
tions of the merger. 

Associate Counselor Senti is look- 
ing into legal phases of the sub- 
ject for the board. Mayor Miller 
has indicated to friends that, in his 
opinion, the consolidation could not 
be of great advantage to the city, 
and has asserted the movement 
originated in the county and that 
county Icaders were trying to domi- 
nate it. The county opponents of 


that the movement was distinctly 
a city affair, designed to domi- 
nate the county and give city poli- 
ticilans a bigger field. 

* Nolte for Elective Office. 

Comptroller Nolte has indicated 
that he disliked the permissive 
clause which would make it possi- 
ble ta have the Comptroller ap- 
pointed instead of elected. The 
plan is to make the City Comp- 
troller ex-officio Metropolitan 
Comptroller, and the Charter could 
provide definitely for either elec- 
tion or appointment. Nolte feels 
the office should be elective, to 
make it a real check on the other 
departments. The board also is 
looking into possible effect of the 
plan on city revenue, feeling there 
is a possibility that a wasteful du- 
plication of government would oc- 
‘cur between the present city and 
the greater city.

~ To Release Power of Atom 


Plan Is to Increase Speed of Hydrogen Par- 
ticles to 37,000 Miles a Second and 
Use Them to Break Elements. 


By the Associated Press. ; 
BERKELEY, Cal., Sept. 19.—A 


new kind of atomic superpower 


plant was reported to the National 
Academy of Sciences today. 

It is proposed to speed ‘up 
atomic hydrogen particles to about 
37,000 miles a second so they can 
be used as bullets to bombard and 
possibly break the atoms of other 
elements. Breaking atoms is one 
long-sought method of transmuta- 
tion, and also of “unlocking the 
power of the atom,” which means 
to find out whether breaking up 
atoms will release a power that 
can be set to work running ma- 
chinery. 

The apparatus is a University of 
California product, still incomplete, 
but reported because of its scien- 
tific interest. _It is under develop- 
ment by Dr. Ernest D. Lawrence, 
associate professor of physics, and 
N. E. Edlefsen. 


The device combines an alternat- 
ing current of electricity and mag- 
netism to set the nuclei, or central 
masses, of hydrogen atoms whirl- 
ing in widening circles at constant- 
ly increased speed until finally they 
are shot out of a tube like a parti- 
cle flicked from the tip of a crack- 
ing whip. Their speed is equiva- 
lent to the energy produced by a 
one-million volt X-ray tube, which 
is far greater than any ray power 
yet available. 

Faster Than Radium Ray. 

The significance of the 37,000- 
mile speed may be understood in 
comparison with the rays of ra- 
dium, part of which are atomic 
particles traveling about 12,000 
miles a second. Scientists have 
shot these radium particles into 
gases and knocked out small pieces 
of atoms, but lacked enough speed 
to break up entire atoms to any 
extent. e 

What speeds of atomic bullets 
are needed to break up atoms and 
put to practical test the transmu- 
tation and power’ production theo- 
ries art not known, but Dr. Law- 
rence said, “‘At the speeds predict- 
ed we are getting into regions 
where interesting things are likely 
to happen.” ‘ 

The principle of identity, a new 
scientific mode of study to solve 
some o fthe paradoxes of moderp 


physics, was explained by Dr. Gil- 
bert N. Lewis of the University of 
California. It promises informa- 
tion about the nuclei~of atoms. In 
recent years scientists have learned 
atoms are composed of electrons 
surrounding 2a central mass. This 
mass is the nucleus and has most- 
ly defied analysis. 

lL. M. Reichert of Stanford Medi- 
cal School told of replanting suc- 
cessfully 50 legs of dogs. He ex- 
plained this meant complete sever- 
ing of the flesh of the leg, as an 
amputation, and then causing the 
flesh to grow back together again. 
The experiments indicate methods 
of preventing gangrene. 

“The leg planting does not give 
hope that putting on a new leg or 
even restoring the old one is pos- 
sible for human beings, but it 
points to a method for reducing the 
number of amputations of human 
legs in cases of bad mutilation. 

“The important find was that 
ligating or tying not only an artery 
but its corresponding vein, de- 
creases the danger of gangrene. 
This verified discoveries made ‘by 
surgeons during the World War. 

“It was found also that if this 
paired treatment of veins and arte- 
ries was carried out promptly 
enough the fleshy parts of a sev- 
ered leg would grow together and 
survive. 

“No method of making severed 
bones knit was found, as that was 
beyond the scope of the gangrene 
studies. 

Discovery of a hitherto unknown 
nerve food property in fats attract- 
ed much comment. Dr. Herbert M. 
Evans, who found it, was the dis- 
coverer of vitamin E a few years 
ago. 

Certain parts of fats which seem 
to be rich in the new nutritive sub- 
stance have been isolated, but the 
substance itself has not been iden- 
tified. 

Bacteria Found in Coal. 

Discovery of brilliant hued bac- 
teria in Pennsylvania anthracite 
coal was described yesterday. 
The coal bacteria appears to have 
lived for millions of years in an- 
thracite masses, possibly ever since 
the coal was formed. 

The creatures were found by Dr.

ante of national prohibition. 

New Reasons for Co-operation. 

Brookhart is one of the first of 
the national prohibition leaders to 
reply to the repeal declarations 
coming from Republican and Dem- 
ocratic leaders in the East. 

“The West and the South,” as- 
serted Brookhart, “are united in 
opposition to the issue raised by 
Gov. Roosevelt for repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment, since this 
issue is being put forward by the 
scions of Wall street, it furnishes 
an additional and powerful reason 
for co-operative action between the 
West and the South. 

“Gov. Roosevelt comes into the

St. Louis and Natural Gas. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
A NENT the question of natural gas 
for the city, permit me to suggest 
that I think you will find the law is to 
the effect that any corporation organ- 
ized for utility purposes and having 
granted and accepted the right of emi- 
nent domain cannot serve “A” and re- 
fuse to serve “B” with its product. The 
Louisiana Natural Gas Pipe Line Co. {s 
doing business in our city and if my le- 
gal suggestion is correct it can be com- 
pelled by mandamus to furnish natural 
gas for domestic use in the city. 

Again, under all decisions of Federal 
and State courts, the city of St. Louis 
can contract.to build a pipe line from 
the Louisiana and Arkansas gas fields 
and organize a distribution system, and 
agree to pay for same wholly from the 
income arising from the plant. No debt 
of the city will be incurred; no taxes 
can ever be levied to pay for same. 

But I am informed that at least one 
of the natural gas pipe line companies 
building now through Central Missouri 
from Oklahoma and Texas is taking 
franchises in towns and cities In Mis- 
souri and contracting to supply gas, and 
of course, is a public service corpora- 
tion.. If St. Louis would demand 
the right to tap this line with a pipe 
line from the city (the city, of course, 
building the line) I believe in event of 
refusal of the company to sell gas, the 
courts would compel it to do 80, pro- 
vided. of course, the pipe line capacity 
of the pipe line company was sufficient 
to supply the city and also the pipe 
line company’s other customers, 

Has the Post-Dispatch any knowledge 
as to whether or not there is a com- 
munity of interest in the ownership of 
the Laclede Gas Co. and the Louisiana 
Natural Gas Pipe Line Co.? A community 
of interest in ownership of the two cor- 
porations, if it extended to a control of 
both. would raise a very interesting le- 
gal question.

| ‘THE LOWEST LEVEL OF POLITICS. 

It is with reluctance that we accuse a woman, who 
has gone far toward winning high honor and place 
in public office, of descending to the lowest level of 
politics to attain her end. Yet this conclusion is in- 
‘evitable from reading the record of Mrs. McCormick's 
conduct in her contest for election to the United 
States Senate in Illinois. ; 

The whole disgrdceful-mess in which Mrs. McCor- 
mick is involved is due to he? inordinate expenditure: 
of money in her campaign for the senatorship. - Mrs. 
McCormick is trying to buy a seat in the Senate, and 
when the certainty of publicity for her expenditures 
came through the inquiry of the Senate Elections In- 
vestigating Committee, she attempted to stop the ex- 
posure or divert public attention from her own of- 
fense by either intimidating or blackening the rep- 
utation of Chairman Nye and other members of the 
Senate committee. She employed the Dannenberg 
detective agency to shadow the commftteemen and 
obtain the history of their lives, private and public. 
The correspondence of the detective agency shows 
that every detail of their past lives and present con- 
duct was wanted. They were spied upon day and 
night, and every available avenue of information was 
explored. 

Mrs. McCormick’s excuse for employing private de- 
tectives, regardless of cost, to do this dirty work 
was that persons, seemingly in the employment of 
the committee or its employes, had ransacked her 
home and papers and tapped her telephone wires to 
obtain information about her. Chairman Nye and 
other active members of the committee unequivocally 
deny that any member or employe of the committee 
tas had connection with such methods of obtaining 
tnformation. The character of the committee and its 
purpose make the misconduct charged seem prepos- 
terous; but assuming that an employe was guilty of 
the offense, it may be an excuse but not a justifica- 
tion for Mrs. McCormick’s adoption of similar base 
methods. She says she did it for her own protection, 
but how could her detective investigation and shad- 
owing protect her from inquiry into her campaign 
expenditures except by threats to expose the private 
lives of members of the committee? That is the meth- 
od of the basest politicaster and the blaekmailer. 

Members of the Senate committee, however, assert 
that the spying began in June, whereas the charged 
ransacking and wire tapping occurred in July. The 
spying policy evidently was not adopted in the hot 
blood of righteous indignation, but in the cold blood. 
of unrighteous calculation. This is borne out by Mrs. 
McCormick’s admission that she had Senator Deneen, 
her opponent in the senatorial primary, shadowed and 
investigated by detectives. Her expensive spying is 
not an impulsive resort of indignation and self-pres- 
ervation, but a dishonorable, deliberate political prac- 
tice to further her ambition. 

The United States Senate is one of the highest, 

most distinguished and honorable legislative bodies 
in the world. Senators are presumed to be govérned 
by lofty ethical standards and moved by desire to 
serve the public. Is moral delinquency in politics 
a qualification for that body? One questions the 
qualification, eligibility or the desirability of having 
a member of the Senate who resorts to the methods 
of Mrs. McCormick, especially when she employs 
them to block the work of a committee created and 
authorized for its purpose by the very body to which 
she aspires. Would she be satisfied with open debate 
in the Senate to gain her ends and defeat the oppo- 
sition? Or would she supplement her work on the 
floor with secret shadowing and investigating to in- 
timidate her opponents, which her vast wealth per- 
mits? Would the Senate be subjected to a hitherto 
untried debasement in its procedure? 
As we have said, the offense which has caused the 
whole mess is the excessive expenditure of money in 
seeking office. That is the principal offense. Mrs. 
McCormick says she spent vast sums of money and 
admitted it to show how costly campaigning for an 
office in a state-wide primary is. Who can believe 
that? The evidence indicates that Mrs. McCormick, 
like a rich woman who wants a bauble, ardently de- 
sires a seat in the Senate and is willing to spend all 
the money necessary to get it and do anything that 
will contribute to her success. Honest and honor- 
able men have been elected to the Senate in hot con- 
tests with the expenditure of modest sums, some 
with extremely little money. Modest expenditure is 
the rule. In most states poor men can reach the 
Senate. The office is gained on merit, not money. 

How can the Senate admit Mrs. McCormick, should 
she be elected? Mrs. McCormick has spent in her 
campaign for the nomination alone at least $350,000. 
That is the sum so far disclosed. Vare of Pennsyl- 
vania was disqualified and debarred for the expendi- 
ture of less money in his senatorial campaign. New- 
berry of Michigan, who was admitted to the Senate, 
but damned for his excessive campaign expenditures, 
spent, so far as could be discovered, only $195,000 in 
the Michigan primary. In a formal resolution the 
Senate condemned and disapproved the expenditure 
of “such excessive sums on behalf of a candidate.” 
The nub of the resolution reads: 

The expenditure of such excessive sums on be- 
half of a candidate, either with or without his 
knowledge and consent, being contrary to sound 
public policy, is harmful to the honor and dig- 
nity of the Senate and dangerous to the perpe- 
tuity of a free Government. Such excessive ex- 
penditures are hereby severely condemned and 
disapproved. 

Before the Senate is faced with the question of 
admitting Mrs. McCormick, the voters of Illinois must 
decide the issue raised by Mrs. McCormick’s use of 
vast sums and her methods in campaigning for the 
senatorship. Shall the United States senatorship 
from Illinois be turned into a hauble to be purchased 
by rich candidates? Shall it be put up at auction 
to be sold to the highest bidder? Shall the contest 
for the senatorship become an open field for corrupt 
and base practices? The people are the final arbiters 
in politics and public office. Judgment rests in this 
case with the people of Illinois.

The assurance is a happy augury for an institu- 
tion as to which the American Association of Univer- 
sity Professors has expressed the deepest concern for 
“the situation of academic freedom, the security of 
tenure, and independence in research.” The great 
educational institutions of the United States, like 
those of Europe, owe their prestige to their free- 
dom. It is not restriction that makes a Colum- 
bia University, an Oxford or a Heidelberg. These 
outstanding institutions have won their proud rank 
in education by encouraging men to think. What 
men think is just as important today as it was 
when, to quote the historian Lord, “Socrates pulled 
thought down out of the clouds and gave it to men.” 

Dr. Williams knows the peril of setting uneducated 
laymen over the teacher, something that is not done 
anywhere outside of some of our backward states. 
The profession of journalism has opened the minds 
of men since the time of the French encyclopedists. 
Dr. Williams sees very clearly the greatest immedi- 
ate need of the University of Missouri. She needs to 
be free. She needs to attract great educators, which 
she can do only by permitting great edtication. We 
have too much confidence in Dr. Williams’ sturdiness 
to believe that either the powers of darkness or the 
hosts of ignorance can budge him from his enlight- 
ened stand. 

AN IMPROPRIETY CORRECTED. 

Gov. Caulfield’s statement that before departing 
from Jefferson City for the East Sept. 10 he pointed 
out to Public Service Commissioner Hull the impro- 
priety of a Commissioner serving on a political party 
committee, and arranged for Hull’s resignation from 
the Republican State Committee, is in keeping with 
the Governor’s record for insistence upon scrupulous 
observance by his appointees of the same standard 
of official conduct which has characterized his own 
career. 

National Committeeman Clements’ assurance that 
he has had Hull’s resignation in his possession more 
than a week shows that prompt action was taken 
when the Governor called the matter to the Commis- 
sioner’s attention. 

It may be assumed that the Commissioner also 
will see the impropriety of one in his official position 
serving as a campaign department head, that he also 
will resign the position as publicity director of the 
Republican State Committee, and that during the 
campaign he will devote his time to his duties as a 
Commissioner rather than to the campaign. 
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TWO MONSTROUS MONOPOLIES. 

When monopoly serves, intentionally or by chance, 
to check the progress of vital scientific research, it 
would seem time to call a halt. The charges made 
by Dr. Edwin C. Ernst of St. Louis before a group of 
distinguished scientists in Baltimore appear well nigh 
incredible. The company that enjoys the monopoly 
on X-ray tubes, according to Dr: Ernst, has filed away 
certain useful patents that “could and should have 
been employed by others in the interests of humanity, 
and especially the treatment of cancer by a more ef- 
fective X-ray radiation.” Moreover, a Belgian mo- 
nopoly, Dr. Ernst pointed out, now controls-virtually 
the entire supply of radium in the world and is ma- 
nipulatirg production to keep the price of this ele- 
ment, so essential in the treatment of cancer, at a 
very high figure. Thus, mines in America that once 
produced enough radium for the entire world are 
now shut down op order of the Belgian concern, 
which controls them. 

Meanwhile, cancer remains among the most dread 


treatment as is now at the disposal of physicians. 
Here are two examples of self-interest so gross, so 
utterly opposed to the social good, as to seem more 
monstrous than any open crime, however base or re- 
volting. A whole generation must pay a dividend in 
suffering and death to the proud stockholders of the 
X-ray and radium monopolies. 
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MUNY OPERA PRAISE FROM PARIS. 

A copy of L’Illustration, the notable illustrated 
magazine published in Paris, which has just come to 
hand proves that our own municipal opera’s fame is 
more than merely state-wide or nation-wide, but has 
attained international scope. For a two-page spread 
in the middle of the publication is taken up by a 
large picture, in the fine mellow tones of. process 
printing, showing a scene on the opera stage, part of 
the crowd and the classic colonnade at the rear. This, 
the caption says, is a night performance in “Saint- 
Louis (Etats-Unis),” in an open air theater of 12,000 
seats. A brief account below tells of the theater’s 
ambitious scope, its “particularly pleasing construc- 
tion,” its “magnificent oak trees” framing the stage. 

Such appreciation from the world’s art capital is a 
heartening tribute to the opera’s best season. This 
flattering recognition from abroad is a reminder of 
the uniqueness of the St. Lonis project in bringing 
fine music, beautiful stage pictures and entertain- 
ment of quality to the people of this region. It is 
pleasing to know that the world in general acknowl- 
edges the merits of the accomplishment. 
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OFF AGAIN, ON AGAIN. 

At one fell swoop the United States has accorded 
recognition to the revolutionary Governments of Ar- 
gentina, Peru and Bolivia. In explaining this speedy 
action, Secretary of State Stimsen said he “deemed 


the present economic situation our delay may not em- 
barrass the people of those three friendly countries in 
re-establishing their normal intercourse with the rest 
of the world.” 

A short time ago these republics were in the hands 
of other rulers. Quick revolutions came on, and now 
the new Governments have been accepted for what 
they are worth. It is an incident in our Latin Amer- 
ican relations the like of which has not occurred for 
more than 100 years. It is unfortunate that constitn- 
tional government cannot take care of such succes- 
sions, but the United States cannot decide that matter

and Eastern European countries are 

meeting at Warsaw this month to or- 
ganize international co-operation. Their 
agricultural problem is practically identical 
with that of the United States. Overpro- 
duction, a decline in prices and competition 
in foreign markets have combined to re- 
duce the farm population’s income and have 
brought about a demand for remedies. 

The present step was initiated by Poland, 
65 per cent of whose population is engaged 
in: agriculture and whose agricultural ex- 
ports constitute about 30 per cent of total 
exports. The other countries involved— 
Finland, Latvia, Estonia, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Hungary, Rumania, Jugo-Slavia and Bulga- 
ria—are all agrarian nations depending upon 
the sale of agricultural products abroad 
for a large proportion of their income. 

It is significant that Austria is the only 
Central European country not included in 
this group, several of whose members 
gained a large part of their present terri- 
tory through the dismemberment of the old 
dual monarchy. The reason for Austria’s 
non-inclusion apparently lies in the fact that 
she is now an importer of agricultural prod- 
ucts, having been stripped of so much land 
by the treaty of St. Germain that she can. 
at present, produce only about 60 per cent 
of the food necessary to support her popu- 
lation. While neighbor states, from which 
she draws her extra requirements, are study- 
ing how to séll more abroad, Austria is pro- 
posing prohibitive import duties to keep out

International agreements with regard to 
agricultural products have already met with 
some success in Europe. Poland and Ger- 
many have had a “rye convention” for some 
time which, by minimizing underselling and 
dumping, has enabled rye exporters of both 
countries to sell at a profit in the Scandina- 
vian markets. Rumania, Hungary and 
Jugo-Slavia are at present negotiating with 
regard to a Danubian “wheat convention” 
which will regulate the wheat exports of 
the three countries to the principal markets. 

The present Warsaw conference is an out- 
growth of these previous undertakings, 
though a far larger territory and range of 


products is embraced. All farm produce, 
grain, cattle, poultry and by-products are 
to be included in the agreement which the 
participating countries expect to reach. 

Exports of agricultural products are vital 
to all the countries concerned. Most of 
them are obliged to import the greater part 
of their requirements of manufactured 
goods, for which they pay with the proceeds 
of foreign sales of farm produce. 

While the agrarian countries cannot force 
the industrial nations of Western Europe 
to lower their tariffs against agricultural 
products, they expect to be able to elimi- 
mate underselling and dumping as among 
themselves. As the industrial cartels have 
done, the agricultural cartel, if successful, 
will divide foreign markets among its 
members in an effort to do away with the 
unsound competition of the past which 
forced export prices down to unprofitable 
levels, 

€ _ * 

The present overproduction in the Cen- 
tral European countries is all the more in- 
teresting when it is remembered that their 
Production was expected to be greatly de- 
creased as a result of the post-war agrarian 
revolution. The large estates were divided 
into numerous small peasant holdings and a 
decline in production was thought inevitable. 

Individual ownership of their property 
has, however, spurred the peasants on to 
greater activity than in the pre-war period, 
the League of Nations reporting that pro- 
duction of foodstuffs from 1926 to 1928 
was greater in Europe outside of Russia 
than anywhere else in the world. 

American wheat exports will be unaf. 
fected by the proposed agricultural cartel, 
for the nine countries included in it are not 
important exporters of wheat. Their total 
combined exports of wheat average only 
about 30,000,000 bushels a year. as com- 
pared with 90,000,000 bushels exported by 
the United States in 1929. 

Rye, potatoes and livestock are of far 
greater importance to them than wheat. 
The proposed cartel is of interest to the 
United States, not because it fears its com- 
petition, but because it may solve the 
Centrgl European countries’ farm relief 
problem, increasing their buying power 
and hastening their return to prosperity.

Many, with the halo of fame about 
them, write at a loss and must 
patch out their incomes by other 
than cultural efforts. 

It looks like a sad’ state of af- 
fairs, and there is a sort of person 
in considerable numbers who ac- 
cordingly will take a grave view 
of the cultural situation in Ameri- 
ca. Mr. Duffus doesn’t—and why 
should he?—though he does ex- 
press the belief that far more read- 
ing would be done if better means 
of distributing books were em- 
ployed by publishers. In this con- 
nection he discusses the various 
methods by which Mr. and Mrs. 
John Citizen are coaxed to read 
even aS much as they do—publicity 
dodges, advertising, the subscrip- 
tion racket, the book clubs, etc. 
He holds what he believes to be 
the better hope that America as a 
nation can still be taught to read. 

But is it the better hope neces- 
sarily? Is not the common obses- 
sion with merely quantitative val- 
ues involved here? 

What about quality? What pro- 
portion of the reading that is even 
now being done may be regarded 
as beneficial in any sense what- 
ever? Physical indigestion is less 
damaging than the mental! sort and 
as between pop and candy on the 
one hand and murder and cheap 
sex yarns on the other, it seems 
that the millions may have chosen 
well as it is. Furthermore, the 
movies furnish the .vicarious ro- 
mantics without demanding the 
slightest mental effort on the pub- 
lic’s part and at a much lower av- 
erage cost per thrill than is the 
case with books. And can it be 
said truthfully that the standard 
of the movies in general is lower 
than that of such books as are 
now, with occasional exceptions, 
being sold in the largest quanti- 
ties? 

Far from deploring the relative- 
ly small volume of book distribu- 
tion in America, might not a ra- 
ther strong defense be made for the 
suggestion that the quantity may 
already be far too great for the 
quality thereof; and that a change 
in quality, at whatever cost in 
quantity, is to be desired? If the 
relatively few who read books were 
being enlightened and humanized 
by their effort, might not the re- 
sult be better leadership for the 
millions?

Congresman Wood Asserts Ques- 
tion of Sustaining President 
Is Important Issue,

CHICAGO, Sept. 19.—Notice was 


given last night by Congressman 
Wood of Indiana, chairman of the 
Republican Congressional Commit- 
tee, that the battle cry of his party 
in the November election campaign 
will be the tariff bill and “whether 
or not we shall sustain President 
Hoover.” 

The tariff and President Hoover 
were described as the real party 
issues of the Congressional cam- 
paign in an address by Wood over 
the Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem. 

“There are collateral issues in 
this campaign as there are in every 
campaign,” he added.

prohibition fight with unclean 
hands. As Governor of New York, 
he took an oath to support the 
Constitution of the United States, 
including the eighteenth amend- 
ment. What has he done to make 
that oath effective? Nothing! In 
these circumstances, no fair-mind- 
ed person can say prohibition has 
been a failure even in New York.” 

Referring to the coalition of 
Democrats and Republican inde- 
pendents in the Senate last session, 
Brookhart said the defeat of Sen- 
ator Ransdell (Dem.), Louisiana, 
would help to continue this alli- 
ance.

Cc. B. Lipman of the University of 
California, while seeking further 
light on the origins of living bac- 
teria he had found in pre-cam- 
brian rocks, usually estimated at 
more than 200,000,000 years old. 
Microscopic magnification of 
2000 diameters is necessary to see 
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the coal bacteria. They are fre- 
quently egg-shaped, but may be 
quite elongated, and some of the 
enlongated forms are iridescent. 

The coal was obtained for Dr. 
Lipman by a United States Bu- 
reau of Mines representative in the 
Pottsville area, 1800 feet deep. 
No evidence was found, Dr. Lip- 
man said, of water or other sub- 
stances anywhere near that might 
have been a recent bacterial breed- 
ing place. 

Taking a piece of this coal he

senting reality,” has submitted to 
the Prussian Academy of Sciences 
@ new treatise on the “theory of 
space conceptions: with riemann 
metrics and extended parallelism.” 

Dr. Einstein, known throughout 
the world as the “father of rela- 


tivity,” said in an interview in Ge- 
neva on July 27 last that he was 
evolving another theory later than 
that which he propounded regard- 
ing space, and his comment was, 
“maybe people will think I am a 
fool when they read it.” This was 
at a meeting of the League ’of Na- 
tions Committee on Intellectual Co- 
operation. He told the committee 


| the field in which he was working 


was still more vast than those in 
which he already had pioneered. 

In the treatise submitted today 
Dr. Einstein takes up copsideration 
of certain non-Euclidian concep- 
tions of space—that is, those not 
limited to three dimensions and 
wherein, for example, the Euclid- 
ian definition of parallel lines does 
not hold good. (According to Eu- 
clid parallel lines prolonged to in- 
finity never meet).

OF THREE STARVED CHILDREN 


Indications Point to © Infantile Pa- 
ralysis as Cause of Strange 
Deaths in Los Anzeles. 

By the Asso¢iated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Sept. 19.— 
No traces of poison were found in 
the bodies of the three children of 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert Lowe of Mo- 
neta, it is announced by Dr. George 
Roth of the County Health Depart- 
ment, who has been investigating 
the sudden deaths of the three and 
the illness of their four brothers 
and sisters. 

Dr. Roth said he found a con ¢es- 
tion in the central nervous system 
of each child which with other 
symptoms indicated infantile pa- 
ralysis germs might ‘have found 
the starved children easy victims. 
' Lowe had a job today, his first 
in many months. ‘The remaining 
four childrén are improving in a 
hospital. 

Last Sunday, Betty, 5 years old; 
Virginia, 3, and John, 18 months, 
died, and Lois, 7, became seriously 
ill. The parents and the four eldest 
children were not affected. Eariy 
Wednesday the remaining children, 
Robert, 14; Frances, 11, and Gene- 
va, 9, were stricken, showing sim- 
ilar symptoms. 

The parents, poverty stricken, 
suggested the children might have 
been poisoned by food they ate. 
They said they had not partaken of 
food given their children as there 
was not enough for all. . 


TWO MORE RAIL GROUPS 
OPPOSE GRAIN RATE CUT 


Mississippi Valley Lines Object to 
Reduction in St. Louis-New 
Orleans Charges. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—New 
rates on grain and grain products 
which the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has ordered put into 


effect after October were vigorous- } 


ly attacked today in petitions filed 
by two railroad groups. 

Railroads operating in the West 
already have indicated opposition 
to the new schedule and the com- 
plaints today came from carriers 
whose lines traverse the southeast- 
ern quarter of the United States 
and the Mississippi Valley. 

All three groups demand that 
the Commission halt the rate revi- 
sion it has ordered and that it 
grant a rehearing to the railroads. 
In the Southeastern petition it was 
argued that the carriers would 
suffer a $14,000,000 yearly reduc- 
tion in net earnings under the new 
rates. 

The Mississippi Valley railroads 
cite@ particularly the alleged low- 
ering of schedules on St. Louis- 
New Orleans’ grain shipments. 
Their petition argued there would 
be “enormous losses to this group 
of carriers’ in view of their pres- 
ent condition, the Mississippi Val- 
ley lines said, they were in no po- 
sition to assume the burden.

BEATEN IN PRIMARES

been eliminated in primaries. 

S. Wallace Dempsey, chairman 
of the Rivers and Harbors Com- 
mittee and a member of the House 
from New York for 15 years. was 
beaten in Tuesday's primaries. So 
was E. E. Browne, who hag served 
the Eighth Wisconsin District 
since 1913, 

Furnifold M. Simmons of North 
Carolina, in the Senate since 1901 
and its dean in point of service, 
has been defeated for renomina- 
tion. Joseph E. Ransdell, recently 
beaten for the Democratic Sena- 
torial nomination in Louisiana, has 
been a Senator since 1913 and be- 
fore that served in the House from 
1899. 

Representative Miller of Wash- | 
ington, who has served continuous- 
ly since the Sixty-fifth Congress, 
was eliminated on Sept. 10. 

Louis C. Cramton, dry leader, 
who was beaten by a wet in the 
voting in Michigan, has served 
without a break since the Sixty- 
third Congress. 

The Dean of the Georgia House 
delegation, Thomas H. Bell, anoth- 
er primary victim, was serving his 
thirteenth term. Bell, however, was 
the only one of the group in the 
House known as the “old timers” 
who has lost. Representative Hen- 
ry Allen Cooper, Kenosha, dean of 
the House, was renominated in 
Cooper, 80 
years old and serving his eighteenth 
term, is still vigorous. 

Others in the group who have 

survived the primaries include 
Gilbert N. Haugen of Iowa, who is 
serving his sixteenth consecutive 
term: John Garner of Texas, House 
minority leader, who is serving his 
fourteenth consecutive term; Speak- 
er Longworth, on his thirteenth 
term, Rainey of Hlinois on his 
thirteenth, term, and Pou, North 
Carolina, who has. been in the 
House since March 4, 1901.

“How low is it safe to jump 
from a parachute?” the inventor 
wanted to know. . “Five hundred 
feet.’’

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The Humble Potato Plays One 
of Its Most Popular Roles 
as a Salad. 


Of all the salads made, potato 
1 ca “the most universally 
popular and the ene that offers 
the mest possibilities. It can be 
so good—and so poor and it carr be 
more varied in flavor and appear- 
ance than almost any other vege- 
table. 

The enormous amounts of potato 
salad sold in delicatessen stores 
prove its popularity. 

It combines so well with so many 
meats, it is inexpensive, and it is 
filling. 

Also it is high in food value— 
energy value—for there is all of 
the’ goodness of the potato plus 
the mayonnaise and whatever oth- 
er vegetables are combined with it. 
When properly made it is a whole- 
some, healthy and hearty food. 

Potato salad may be of the 
simplest type and yet many people 
do not know how to make it so 
that it is satisfying in flavor and 
texture and appearance. 

Just what constitutes perfection 
in these lines differs with nation- 
@lities and individual tastes, for 
this salad has a home in many 
countries of the world. However, 
there are some general, important 
points to remember. 

First there is the kind of potato 
used. Waxy ones make a better 
appearing salad than mealy ones, 
as the latter break up and look 
mushy. 

Secondly, the salad must be 
tossed lightly with a fork to mix it, 
rather than stirred. This also is 
because of the appearanc2. Stir- 
ring tends to mash ths potato 
slices. 

And. third, the salad will have 
a far better flavor if the potatoes 
are allowed to marinate (or soak- 


and vinegar for an hour or so be- 
fore serving. Sometimes this is 
done while the potatoes are still 
warm—German potato salad is 
made in this way. 

Reliable Recipe. 

A good standard recipe for the 
type of salad most popular is made 
as follows: Cut cold boiled potatoes 
in slices or in small cubes to make 
four cupsful. The cubes keep their 
shape better than the slices. Add 
a small onion cut in thin shreda, 
one tablespoon minced parsley and 
one teaspoon salt. Mix five table- 
spoons salad oil with two of vine- 
gar, pour over the potatoes and 
mix lightly with a fork until the 
cubes are all covered with the oil 
and vinegar. 

Cover and let stand for an hour 
so that the flavor of the season- 
ings will be well blended with the 
potatoes. When ready to serve 
add mayonnaise or cooked salad 
dressing as desired and serve the 
salad on shredded lettuce or on 
crisp, whole lettuce leaves. Chopped 
parsley, strips of pimento or finely 
chopped pickle make good gar- 
nishes. 

Variations Suggested, 

The variations possible for pota- 
to salad are numberless. The fol- 
lowing may act as suggestions. 

1. Add one cup diced cucumbers 
to the potatoes. | 

2. Add one cup diced celery and 
garnish with rings of green pepper 
or fancy shaped pieces of pimento. 

3. Use Russian dressing instead 
of mayonnaise. : 

4. Add one cup cooked peas, one- 
quarter cup celery and one-quarter 
cup chopped walnuts. 


Jellied Spinach. 

Pour one cup boiling, thick, well 
seasoned white sauce onto two ta- 
blespoons softened gelatin. Add 
one cup chopped cooked spinach 
which has been drained, one ta-. 
blespoon onion juice and three- 
fourths cup each celery and any 
chopped left-over cooked meat. 
Pour into a wet mold and when 
cold and firm cut in slices.

The first archery club in Amert- 
ca, the United Bowmen of Phila- 
déelphia, was organized In 1828 and 
Went out of existence in 1988. 
Other sports have come to claim 
their devotees, but apparently arch- 
ery, in spite of counter-attractions, 
still is too good a game to bé aban- 
doned, ‘ 

It is said to be the oldest of na- 
tional sports associations. <A. J. 
Spalding, the sporting goods man, 
was its first president, elected in 


1879. Still-it is perhaps the least 


known to allround followers of 
sports, even now whep it is becom- 
ing widely Ofganized with a pro- 
gram of national, sectional, district, 
state «nd local competitions staged 
at stated intervals atid largély at- 
terided. At the recent national meet 
in Chicago 116 qualified for and 
patticipated in the cofitests.
